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UN Day Celebration Offers 
Publicity Tie-in Opportunity 


The N. C. A., along with some other 
food trade associations, is participat- 
ing with the United States Committee 
for the United Nations in national ob- 
servance of United Nations Day. Oc- 
tober 24 will mark the 15th anniver- 
sary of the signing of the UN charter, 
and on that date the public will be 
urged to follow the theme “Eat In- 
ternationally.” 


N.C.A. members will shortly receive 
a kit of suggestions on how individual 
canning firms may participate in the 
observance. In a covering letter Ex- 
ecutive Secretary Carlos Campbell 
states that “For canners a United Na- 
tions Day ‘Eat Internationally’ ap- 
proach is particularly appropriate, 
since canned foods are themselves in- 
ternational in their aspect, because 
they are the instruments for providing 
good nutrition and a sanitary food 
supply for our neighbors around the 
world, and because their product range 
offers both ingredient foods and com- 
pletely prepared foods representing 
menu items around the world.” 


As part of the Consumer and Trade 
Relations Program, Dudley-Anderson- 
Yutzy, N.C.A.’s public relations coun- 
sel for that activity, has prepared ma- 
terial for a kit suggesting activities 
in recognition of UN Day and the “Eat 
Internationally” theme, and the U. S. 
Committee for the United Nations has 
available posters, flag kits, UN cook- 
books, and recipe charts at their head- 
88 375 Park Avenue, New Vork 
22, N. T. 


In addition to 10 suggestions on how 
a canner may tie into this publicity 
in his local community the kit offers a 
suggested text for an article that can 
he submitted to local newspapers which 
contains sample menus of various na- 
tional types involving use of canned 
foods. Suggested spots for radio and 
TV programs are also supplied in the 
kits. These will be mailed during the 
week of September 19. 


Among other food groups partici- 
pating in the UN Day observance are 
he American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, National Association of Food 
Chains, Super Market Institute, and 
National Association of Retail Gro- 
cers of the United States. 


FDA Standards for 
Canned Fruits 


The FDA announced in the Federal 
Register of September 13 that no ob- 
jections having been received, its order 
establishing definitions and standards 
of identity for canned prunes, canned 
seedless grapes, canned berries, and 
canned plums will be effective Sep- 
tember 20. The text of the FDA 
standards was published in the INFor- 
MATION LETTER of July 23, page 225. 


The FDA announcement also re- 
voked its statement of policy exempt- 
ing the four canned fruits from cer- 
tain labeling requirements, as of the 
effective date of the standards. 


Milan Smith Attends 
Food-for-Peace Conference 


N.C.A. President Milan D. Smith 
was among the food industry leaders 
invited by USDA to attend a special 
conference September 7 on the United 
States’ Food-for-Peace program. 


The Food-for-Peace program is the 
United States’ concept of how best to 
utilize agricultural surpluses to re- 
lieve hunger abroad and to foster 
world peace. Food-for-Peace lends 
support to the Freedom-from-Hunger 
campaign which was launched this 
summer by the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Nations. 
The FAO’s Freedom-from-Hunger is 
primarily a food production cam- 
paign with accompanying objectives of 
also improving food distribution, hu- 
man nutrition, and levels of living 
generally. 


The Director General of the FAO, 
Dr. B. R. Sen, opened the Freedom- 
from-Hunger campaign in July. It is 
scheduled to reach its peak in 1963 
with a World Food Congress which 
will mark the 20th anniversary of 
FAO’s founding. 


At the meeting attended by Mr. 
Smith, Dr. Sen spoke on the FAO pro- 
gram, and the U. S. program was 
described by Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Clarence L. Miller. 


Hurricane Damage to Citrus; 
Emergency Loans in Florida 


In a special report issued Septem- 
ber 13, USDA said that Hurricane 
Donna caused heavy damage to avo- 
cado, orange and grapefruit crops in 
Florida. 

USDA said, “Early reports indicate 
a possible loss of 25 to 35 percent of 
the state’s grapefruit crop with seed- 
less varieties suffering most. Orange 
and tangerine losses may run from 5 
to 10 percent. It is possible that 
fruit on the ground in Florida’s citrus 
groves could, at maturity, have filled 
15 to 25 million boxes. None of this 
fruit can be salvaged.” 


Heavy losses were reported in 
the important citrus producing areas 
around Wauchula, Lakeland and Or- 
lando. Loss of fruit was reported to 
be light in the Indian River area and 
in Pinellas County. 


USDA announced September 12 the 
designation of 32 counties in Florida 
as an area where the Farmers Home 
Administration may make emergency 
loans to eligible farmers through June 
30, 1961. 

The Small Business Administration 
has declared 27 counties in Florida to 
be disaster areas, and businessmen 
who have suffered hurricane damage 
there may apply to the SBA for dis- 
aster loans at 3 percent interest. 


1960 Pack of Canned Peas 


The 1960 pack of canned green peas 
totaled 26,822,384 actual cases com- 
pared with the 1959 pack of 29,020,062 
cases, according to a report by the 
N.C.A. Division of Statistics. 


The pack, together with the canners’ 
carryover of 6.4 million cases, provides 
a total supply for the 1960-61 market- 
ing season of 83.2 million cases. This 
is the smallest canners’ supply since 
1955 when canners held 33.1 million 
cases at the beginning of the season. 

Canners’ supply this year is 14 per- 
cent smaller than last year’s and only 
1 million cases more than the 32.2 mil- 
lion cases shipped by canners during 
the 1959-60 season. By type, this 
year’s supply of sweets is 27.3 million 
cases, down 11 percent from last year, 
and the supply of Early Junes is 5.9 
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million cases, down 28 percent from 
the supply available a year ago. 

When distributors’ stocks on June 
1, of 3.2 million cases are added to the 
canners’ supply, the total in both can- 
ners’ and distributors’ hands is 36.4 
million cases compared with 42.3 mil- 
lion cases a year ago.

Vegetables for Processing 

The prospective tonnage of eight 
important vegetables for processing is 
8 percent more than the 1959 produc- 
tion and 8 percent above average, on 
the basis of September 1 conditions, 
according to the Crop Reporting Board 
of USDA. 

The total tonnage of the eight crops 
for which forecasts of production have 
been made is 6.6 million tons, com- 
pared with 6.4 million tons last year 
and the 1949-58 average of 6.0 million 
tons for the same eight crops. 

Increases over last year’s produc- 
tion are expected for green lima beans, 
snap beans, beets, contract cabbage 
for kraut, and tomatoes. Reductions 
from last year are indicated for sweet 
corn, green peas, and winter and 
spring spinach. 

Snap BEANS 

The final forecast places production 
of snap beans at 429,890 tons, 16 per- 
cent above the 1959 production and 
40 percent above average. If the in- 
dicated production is realized, it will 
set a new record, The September 1 
forecast was 2 percent above that of 
a month earlier. 


Corn 


Sweet corn production for process- 
ing is forecast at 1,459,500 tons, 8 per- 
cent under last year but 6 percent 
above average. The September 1 
estimated production is only slightly 
under that of a month earlier. Smaller 
prospects in Minnesota, Iowa, Idaho 
and Washington were almost offset by 
improved yields in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, and Maryland. 
Compared with last year, most of the 
reduction is in the North Central 
states.

Indications on September 1 pointed 
to a total of 150,800 tons of beets for 
canning, 5 percent more than last 
year but 5 percent below average. 

The acreage for harvest this year 
is 14,570 acres, 8 percent more than 
in 1959 but about a fifth less than 
average. The indicated yield of 10.4 
tons per acre is 0.2 ton under last 
year but well above the annual average 
of 8.9 tons per acre.

Production of tomatoes for process- 
ing is forecast at 3,719,400 tons, 6 
percent above last year and 8 percent 
above average. The September 1 fore- 
cast is 2 percent higher than a month 
earlier. 


For most of the central and eastern 
states, USDA said, conditions for de- 
velopment of the crop were above 
average. Many of these states are 
expecting near or better than record 
yields per acre. In California a yield 
of 16.0 tons per acre is estimated. 
This is 0.6 tons above last year but 
about equals average. The crop there 
— generally two weeks behind sched- 
ule.

CABBAGE FoR KRAUT 


Contract production of cabbage for 
sauerkraut is forecast at 134,000 tons, 
30 percent more than last year and 
21 percent above average. 


The total early fall crop, which 
usually furnishes the bulk of cabbage 
used for kraut, is estimated at 486,150 
tons, 27 percent more than last year 
and about equal to average. Produc- 
tion will be considerably larger in the 
states which are heavy kraut pro- 
ducers, USDA said.

Green LIMA BEANS 


The first forecast points to a pro- 
duction of 104,340 tons, a fourth more 
than was harvested last year and 10 
percent above average. The increase 
over last year is a result of more 
acreage and a higher average yield 
per acre for the nation. The largest 
contributors to the production increase 
are Delaware and California. Wis- 
consin, Maryland, and Washington 
also have materially larger production.

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Canned Foods for School Lunch 


APPLESAUCE 


USDA announced on September 14 
an offer to buy canned applesauce 
processed from apples of the 1960 
crop, for use in the National School 
Lunch Program. 

Purchases will be made with funds 
transferred by Congress from Sec- 
tion 32, and will depend on quantities 
and prices offered. Details and speci- 
fications have been mailed by USDA 
to canners of applesauce. 

Offers will be considered only on 
Grade A applesauce packed in No. 10 
cans. 

Offers must be received by the Direc- 
tor, Fruit and Vegetable Division, Ag- 
ricultural Marketing Service, USDA, 
Washington 25, D. C., by 9 a.m. EDT 
October 4 for acceptance by October 
7. Delivery will be required during 
the period October 24 through No- 
vember 30.

CANNED TOMATOES 


USDA announced on September 14 
the purchase of 520,143 cases of No. 
10 cans of canned tomatoes with 
funds appropriated under the Na- 
tional School Lunch Act. 

Purchases included 299,500 cases in 
California, 161,833 cases in Maryland, 
22,000 cases in Delaware, 25,000 cases 
in Texas, 8,400 cases in Utah, and 
8,360 cases in Arkansas. 


Minimum Wage in Puerto Rico 


Higher minimum wage rates for the 
food industry in Puerto Rico will be 
effective September 25, under terms 
of a wage order issued by the Labor 
Department’s Wage and Hour Divi- 
sion. The wage order carries out the 
recommendations of an industry com- 
mittee, and was published in the Fed- 
eral Register of September 10. 

The minimum wage for the canning 
and preserving industry in Puerto 
Rico will be increased from 70 to 80 
cents an hour, and for the tuna can- 
ning industry from 85 cents to $1.00 
an hour. 

Congress provided in 1958 for bien- 
nial reviews of wage rates in Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands, and Amer- 
ican Samoa which are below the statu- 
tory minimum, rather than annual 
reviews.

Cranberry Marketing USDA Broadens Loan Program 


Secretary Benson has commended 
the cranberry industry on its plans 
for an intensive merchandising cam- 
paign for the 1960 cranberry crop, 
and has promised USDA assistance 
in the restoration and expansion of 
the cranberry market. 


In his statement, issued September 
9, the Secretary urged consumers, food 
distributors and food service estab- 
lishments to take advantage of the 
plentiful supply of wholesale cran- 
berries and cranberry products that 
will be available from the record crop 
now being harvested. With shipments 
of new-crop berries now reaching mar- 
kets, the industry is observing “Cran- 
berry Harvest Week” September 29 
through October 8 as a means of call- 
ing attention to its products. 

The Secretary praised the self-help 
program developed by cranberry pro- 
ducers last year, and noted that the 
USDA will help the industry again 
this year through its Plentiful Foods 
Program. 


Farm Labor Bill Signed 


H. R. 12759, a bill to extend the 
Mexican farm labor program until 
December 31, 1961, was signed by the 
President September 14 and is Public 
Law 86-783. 


Farmers who have regular off-farm 
employment, if otherwise eligible, may 
obtain farm operating and develop- 
ment loans from the Farmers Home 
Administration under recently revised 
regulations of that agency. 

The new regulation will go into 
effect October 1. Previously, except 
in rural development counties, a 
farmer had to spend most of his time 
farming in order to qualify for a loan. 

According to USDA, experience 
gained in rural development counties 
has shown that many farmers regu- 
larly employed off the farm can profit- 
ably use the agency’s credit facilities 
to increase the farm portions of their 
total incomes. The regulation which 
limited its assistance to farmers who 
spend most of their time farming pre- 
vented some from obtaining the maxi- 
mum income from their farms, and 
from taking advantage of opportuni- 
ties for industrial and other off-farm 
employment. 

Other eligibility requirements re- 
main unchanged. Applicants must 
have sufficient farm experience to 
carry on sound farm operations, must 
need credit, and be unable to obtain 
needed financial assistance from other 
sources. Credit will be extended only 
to operators of farms that are family 
size or smaller. 
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
